Another match for $25 a side was shot atthe Red 
House yesterday week ; and one was to have come 
off on Tuesday, but the sportsmen were balked by 
the weather. Shooting and rain dont agree at all 
well. Drops come down in plenty, but no birds, 
and flashes of lightning are very apt to be attended 
with a waat of flashes in the pan; rain water is 
noted for damping ardor and powder too.

Having prepared for 
their descent, they place their fore feet in a postur 
as if they were stopping themselves ; they then also 
put their hinder feet together, but a little forward, a 
if they were about to lie down. In this attitude, 
having taken a survey of the road, they slide down 
with the swiftness ofa meteor. All that the rider 
has to do is to keep himself fast on the saddie, with 
out checking the rein ; for the least motion is sufli- 
cient to disorder the equilbrium of the Ass, in whieh 
case both must unavoidably perish. But their ad- 
dress in this rapid descent is truly wonderful ; for 
in their swiftest motion, when they seem to have lost 
all government of themselves, they follow exactly 
the different windings of the road, as if they had pre, 
viously settled in their minds the route they were t 
follow, and had taken every possible precaution for 
their safety. In this journey the natives, who are 
placed along the sides of the mountains, and hold 
themselves by the roots of the trees, animate the 
beasts with shouts, and enconrage them to perseve 
rance. Some Asses, after being long used to thes 
journeys, acquire a kind of reputation for their safe 
ty and skill; and their value rises in proportion 
their fame.

When woe first rise, the strength of the system is 
partially restored by rest, but there is also a degree 
of relaxation of the surface ; produced partly by au 
increased perspiration during the night, and partly 
by the relaxing eifect of too warm beds; which ren- 
ders us uaadle to withstand the chill of a cold bath 
so well as afier we have used some exercise. {n- 
deed tne strength of the pulse, and the muscular vi- 
ger of any individual, obviously increase for seve- 
ral hours afier rising aud using moderate exercise. 
Ihe have risen at 5, and breaktasied—not too free- 
ly—at 6, the vigor of the body and mind will have 
reached its acme by 9 or 10 o'clock, or the middle of 
the forenoon. Soon alier this, if the individual is 
actively employed, his strength may be expected to 
diminish, siowly; but it will be slightly increased 
by a moderate dinner, to diminish again soon after, 
and with greater and greater rapidity ull evening. 
Now there are very few constitutions that are bene- 
fited by the cold bath afer this ebbing of the system, 
if [ may be allowed the expression, commences.— 
From wine to eleven o'clock wm the forenoon then, al- 
lowing the individual to have risen at jive, is the 
best Sor bathing. There appear tobe a iow ex- 
ceptions to this rule, in favor of particular babits 
and constitutions, but they are by no means nume- 
rous. , 
The second particular rule is, in regard to the tem- 

erature of the system. We must not bathe while the 

at of our bodies ts rapidly decreasing. There is an 
opinion prevalent that we must never bathe when 
the system is heated; or, at the least, when the per- 
spirauion of the skin is atall increased. Hence I 
have known boys, and men too, make it a constant 
pracuice in the summer, after the fatigue and labors 
of the day, to £9 to the banks of some cool stream or 
pond atsun-set, sweating profusely, and there strip 
themselves, sit down, and wait till they were cool, 
and then plunge into the water. Now there are, [ 
know, afew persons pos ofc #0 vi- 
gorous as to withstand for many years the evils of 
this practice; yet I believe they suffer the conse- 
quences sooner or later, in rheumatism, fever, or 
some other disease. 

However contrary it may be to the prevailing 
impression, | hesitate not to say that we should al- 
Ways use the cold bath while the heat of the body 
is accumulating. No matter how hot you already 
are, if the temperature is still rising, and the 
system is increasing in vigor: the hotter the bet- 











ter. 

We hear of many a frightful story of boys, who, 
by going into the water while they were greatly 
heated, became cripples all the rest of their lives :— 
stories, too, no doubt, strictly true. I could tell you 
mauy of them. One of undou: ted authority has 
recently been circulated, where the result was 
death, by lockjaw. Not loug since, acolored man, 
near Albany, by plunging into the water while 
heated at his labor, and repeating it often, produced 
disease which terminated in blindness. Another 
person, a white man, with whom I was intimately 
acquainted, made it a constant practice to plunge 
into a stream while mowing. Another labored ina 
swamp for some time, where the Water Was several 
inches deep. Both these last, became diseased in 
their limbs, and were crippled for life. 





Bat why were they injured? Beeanse they went 
into the water or remained in it w i fatigued and 
Weakened, and the system was aire ly losing in- 
stead of gaining heat and vigor. To have merely 
plunged into the stream in tull vigor, s ty atror9 
In the moruing, and returned immedi itely to their 
usual exercise, could never have produced these 
results. [tis not in the nature of things. When 
& person ts heated to excess with labor, his skin dry 
and hot, his fuee flushed, aud his whole body ap- 
Ppareutly glowing with an increasing heat, let him 
J4st plunge inte the cold stream and come out again 
and go tw work, and it not ouly affords retief iwstan- 
taneously, bat permaueontly. Not ouly does a gen-

| The act of holding the breath, too, while we 
| plunge, is disadvantageous; for it prevents insome 
| measure, the proper return of the blood from the | 
| head, and thus adds to the pressure on the brain. 

It is proper, however, tu walk into the water ra- 
pidly after we have commeuced ; for the sobbing | 
and irregular breathing so common when only a | 

part of the body is yet immersed, if not injurious, is | 
unpleasant. | 

Another important rule is not to bathe soon after 
taking food. 'The best time is when the stomach is | 
one or quite empty. The reasons for this rule | 
would involve so mach physiological discussion as 
| to extend this article beyond its proper limits, 

The use of the cold bath, in ordinary ciream- 
stances should be limited to three times a week.— 
For most persons it is probable that twice will be | 
suflicient. 

One form of the cold bath which is highly useful, | 
where the sole object of bathing is to secure those 
advantages of a reaction which are aflorded by a 
single plunge, is the shower bath. 'This has the ad- 
vantage of being always accessible. For it requires 
bat little water, and tay be taken in almost any 
private room ; and if the glow do not follow, a per- 
son may betake himself at once to a warm bed and 
to the use of closed vessels of hot water, and other 
means of producing artificial heat. The apparatus, 
too, is very simple. have often used, for this 
purpose, simply a large basket and a pail. You 
have only to suspend, or if you choose fix ona 
scaffold over your head, a basket ; then turning iton 
its side, set in it a pail of water. At the moment | 
when you are ready, step under it, and, by means | 
ofa rope or pulley, turn over the pail by throwing | 
the basket into an upright position, and the water | 
will fall in a shower as salutary as if produced bya) 
more complicated apparatus, | 

convenient substitute for cold bathing, when 
this cannot be endured, is found in sponging the 
whole body with cold water, and Wiping the skin 
immediately with flannel. ‘This practice secures 
the advantages of cleanliness; and the temperature 
of the water may be adapted to the strength and 
state of the individual.— Annals of Education. |
